tion of barley, on tha other hand, 
will ihow a material increase over 
that of the last few year's. 


The reasons fox this state of "af- 


fairs, according to Professor James 
Long, a well-known agricultural ex- 
iert are government control and 
>eer. The -price of wheat and oats 
is regulated, but no restrictioni have 
been placed on that of barley. As 
the market price of barley is excep- 
tionally high, fanners planted that 
grain instead of wheat and oats. 


Professor Long shows that since 


1918 wheat has been 
reduced by 


679,000 acres, or- more. than one- 
third of the present area; while oats, 
'also an important-bread stuff, has 
fallen off by 512,000 acres. "On the 
basis of wheat," he says, "this 
means a loss of bread grain equal.to 
some 38,000,000 bushels, or sufficient 
to feed..7;500,000 persons. It is a 
curious commentary.on the fact that 
the barley crop has considerably in- 
creased, and that in 
consequence 


beer has so far occupied the position 
of bread."

HOW WILL YOU VOTE? 


(From The Nation) 


wT IS a truism that there are great issues before the people in 
I the Presidential election of 1920. Yet no one would suspect 
that to be the case from reading the speeches of Cox or Harding, 
or studving any of the other declarations made on behalf of the 
Democratic or Republican parties. The campaign is perhaps 
the most unreal in the nation's history; the questions which con- 
cern the people are hardly hinted at in the mummery in which 
the candidates of the two major parties are indulging. That, 
of course, is the hope of the politicians; that they will so far di- 
^rce their campaigns from any vital issues as to lead the people 
to forget that their government has, or should have, anything 
to do with their life or work. In order that one may realize 
how nearly Republicans and Democrats are both succeeding in 
this purpose, let us set down six of what may 'be regarded as the 
great'issues before the American public today: 


The cost of living; 
The relations between capital and labor; 
The making of peace a.broad and the return of civil rights in 


this country; 


The housing shortage; 
The coal scarcity; 
The transportation breakdown. 
Now, what are Cox or Harding, Roosevelt or Coolidge pro- 


posing in respect to any of those questions? Nothing—or worse 
than noflfcng. They are either ignoring them altogether or dis- 
missing them with windy phrases and meaningless generaliza- 
tions. AH are clutching frantically at the lifeless body of the 
League of Nations and trying to use its .ghost to divert the 
.American people from consideration of the real issues. 
Of 


course, rightminded people all over this country are interested 
in a true league of nations—a democratically-constituted.body 
looking toward disarmament and peace—but they do not find 
that in Mr. Wilson's proposal, nor in any modification that can 
be made of it. In fact, they fear that the fiasco at Versailles has 
postponed the chance of a true world league for a good many 
years—at least until new men are at the head of the great 
powers. 


Christensen, the Farmer-Labor Party's candidate for Presi- 


dent, adequately summarized Harding's speech of acceptance in 
one word as "bunk." He was almost as brief and equally incisive 
when he said later: "A promise of four years more of Wilson 
hypocrisy is all I can get out of the speech of acceptance of Gov- 
ernor Cox." No Democratic speaker has yet said anything on 
that most momentous problem, the rising cost of living, that is 
one whit more promising or satisfactory than the meager declar- 
ation in the San Francisco platform: "We pledge the Democratic 
Party to a policy of strict economy in government expenditures 
and to the enactment and enforcement of such lejrislation as may 
be required to bring profiteers before the 'bar "of criminal jus- 
tice." A profiteer, in most instances, is merely one who makes 
as much money as he possibly can out of the profits system. 
He cannot be reached by law in,one case in a thousand, and the 
attempt to cure a universal economic disease by criminal prose- 
cution of individuals is as futile as to try to bail out the.Atlantic 
Ocean with a pint cup. Yet Harding's remedy for the rising 
cost of living is substantially the same as that of the Democrats 
—plus a protective tariff! 


In respect to peace it may seem at first glance that there is a 


substantial difference between the attitude of Democrats and 
Republicans. Cox has reiterated lately that he will not make a 
separate peace with Germany, while Harding is on record as 
saying: "I promise you formal and effective peace so quickly as 
a Republican Congress can pass its declaration, for a 
Republican Executive to sign." But what does that amount 
to beside Harding's refusal to raise his voice against the war 


- with Russia into which President Wilson is trying, to drag the 


country? And does not Harding's entire record lead to the be- 
lief that he would involve the United-States in a war with Mex- 
ico, withaut hestation, If pressure from the oil interests was 
sufficient? 
The difference between Cox and Harding in regard 


to peace is no more real than are any of the other reputed dis- 
tinction in politics. And so it is with all the issues vital to the 
country. No concrete proposal has come from either Cox or 
Harding for meeting the housing shortage. Neither has had any 
suggestion for relieving.coal scarcity which Debs recently char- 
acterized from Atlanta Penitentiary as the livest Issue before 
the public. As to the railroads, what constructive plan could 
be expected from Cox or Harding when a Republican Congress 
and a Democratic President have only recently restored these 
properties to the hands that for fifty-years have been manipu- 
lating them in opposition to the iriteests of the public?
